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JUDGES AND JURIES 
HAVE VERY GREAT 
RESPONSIBILITIES 


Mr. Justice Walsh Gives a 
Very Interesting Address 
at Kiwanis Luncheon 


His Honor Mr. Justice Walsh was 
the principal speaker at the Kiwanis 
luncheon, Tuesday evening, and as 
there was a large attendance of 
members and visitors, the meeting 
was one of the most successful held 
for a long time. After those present 
had enjoyed an excellent wild duck 
dinner, President Manley introduced 
the speaker of the evening. 

The judge, after stating that he was 
am ex-member of the Calgary Kiwanis 
Club, spoke of the good work the ser- 
vice clubs were doing not only to 
the individual member, but to the 
community. He mentioned some ot 
the qualifications of a good lawyer, 
and then referred particularly to the 
work of a judge on the bench. The 
life of a trial judge is filled with anx- 
iety when he realizes he is invested 
with tremendous powers. In crimin- 
al matters the judge has the life, or 
liberty, of the prisoner in his hands, 
and in other cases the moral standing 
of the accused is at stake. In jury 
cases, much of the responsibility is 
diminished, but the judge stil has 
the responsibility of conducting the 
case and of addressing the jury. 

Under the laws of Alberta, certain 
crimes are tried by the judge alone, 
while in other cases the accused has 
the choice between judge and jury. 

In civil cases, the responsibility is 
not so great, but in some instances 
the whole of the worldly property of 
the litigants is at stake and it is dif- 
ficult to prevent sympathy influene- 
ing the decision of the case on its 
merits. The judge said he was fav- 
orable to the jury system, as the judg- 
ment of six sane, sincere, honorable 
citizens was better than the opinion 
of one judge. One of the difficul- 
ties, however, is that the sentiment- 
al aspects of the case cannot be kept 
from the minds of the ordinary jury, 
and they have regard to the features 
of the case, rather than’ the facts in 
the evidence. 

The judge must give his reasons 
for his decision in the case, but the 
jury is not required to give any rea- 
sons, but simply state whether the 
accused is guilty or not guilty.

Body of A Man Only 
Worth 98c, Says Doctor 


Montreal, Oct. 30.—“Despite all our 
sejientific knowledge, life cannot be 
explained on materialistic grounds,” 
Dr. Allan Craig, associate director 
of the American College of Surgeons, 
asserted ‘during the course of a dis- 
cussion of whether medical science 
and religion were diametrically oppo- 
site forces, before the congress of the 
college of surgeons yesterday. 

“Consider the average 150-pound 
body of a man from its chemical as- 
pect,” Dr. Craig continued, “It con- 
tains enough lime to whitewash a 
fair size chicken coop, phosphorous 
enough to make 2200 matches, and a 
pinch of swphur, sugar enough to fill 
a small shaker, iron to make a ten- 
penny nail plus water. The total 
value of these ingredients is 98 cents, 
or about 60 cents per hundred weight 
on the hoof. Yet the insurance com- 
pany places the economic value of a 
man at $5000. How do they account 
for the difference of $4999.02? It’s 
the spirit within him which makes 
the man supreme in the world and al- 
lows him to control materialistic 
things. Medical science and religion 
are complimentary to each other. One 
always feels sorry for an individual 
who cannot visualize anything in life 
beyond what he can see in a test tube 
or under a microscope; who cannot 
appreciate the spirit within,

GENERAL TAX FOR 
SCHOOLS IS URGED 


Edmonton, Oct. 30.—The question 
of having all tax collection under one 
authority in municipal districts, will 
be one of outstanding importance at 
the eighteenth annual convention of 
the Alberta Association of Municipal 
Districts which is to be held in Cal- 
gary, November 24, 25 and 26. 

The convention program, just off 
the press, contains a resolution from 
the executive giving support to the 
establishment of one taxing authority, 
this meaning that as far as possible 
school taxes should be collected oy 
the municipal office. 

The executive also urges in another 
resolution that rural schools be 
maintained @) by a graduated gov- 
ernment tax: (2) by a levy made by 
the municipal district on all rateable 
lands, improvements and business im 
the district, sufficient to produce at 
least $800 per year per school room, 
the levy to be known as the “general 
school rate’; (3) by a levy on lands 
within each organized school district 
sufficient to meet the balance requir- 
ed by the said district for the year, 
this to be known as the “special rate” 
(4) that all such levies be collected 
by the municipality and paid over to 
the school districts.

IN AIR SERVICES 
BEFORE MEETING, 


London, Oct. 30.--Canada is prepar- 
ing to: play a part in developing the 
air routes of the empire. Premier, 
Mackenzie King has given assurance 
that in regard to airships Lhe Cana- 
dian government will cooperate by 
immediately taking steps to see that , 
mooring masts are erectel and by | 
commencing forthwith the work of 1; 
meteorological crganization, 

These were the specifie proposals 
submitted to the imperial con*erenc? 
Wedneslay by Sir Samuel Hoare, the 
British air minister, as a means 
whereby the Dominions sould help in 
the proposed air route chain, The 
proposals were made in connection 
with his prophecy of a London-to- 
Canada air service taking two and a 
half days. 

Premier W. S. Munroe coutl not see 
how New‘ourdland would ba justified 
in placing an immediate order for a 
mooring avisr costing $350,000. He 
says that if airships capable of carry 
ing 100 passengers can fly from Juun- 
don to Canada in two and a half days 
without 1efueling, the usefulness of 
Newfcundland as a stepping stone be- 
tween Europe and North America, 
would seem to have disappeared. 

The ‘imperial conference delegates 
spent the day chiefly in committee 
work. The nationality committee is 
apparently encountering some difficul- 
ties. One of the main problems is 
that of the nationality of married wo- 
men.~ The proposal was that:a Brit- 
ish girl marrying an alien should 
have the right to retain her British 
nationality, But inquiries have shown 
that this would entail unexpected 
complications.

PURCHASE LAND 
FOR IMMIGRANTS 
SAYS GREENFIELD 


Outlining an immigration scheme 
which he wanted considered as his 
own, and not as yet that of the Al- 
berta government, Herbert Greenfield 
former premier and now official of 
the provincial government encourag- 
ing immigration, spoke to the mem- 
bers of the Calgary Board of Trade. 
Mr. Greenfield commended the system 
under which 100 Hebredians settled 
in the north of the province, and held 
that a non-profit organization, to buy 
lands in large tracts in areas where 
public facilities are already extended, 
cither improved or unimproved, and 
to sell same to newcomers on long 
terms. He said during his remarks 
that there should be encouragement 
given to men in Canadian cities who 
had a natural urge toward agriculture 
to go on the farms, and promised to 
help towards this end. 

Mr. Greenfield expressed the opin- 
ion that population’ in the rush of 
earlier years had been spread too 
thinly over Alberta and a consequence 
was the increased cost of necessities 
of civilization provided by  govern- 
ments. Any

The writer has often referred to the 
charm of the unexpected at auction. 
When you think you have an invincible 
hand, a bad “break” surprises and dis- 
concerts you and you only make one or 
two odd. On the other hand, the game 
has its compensation, for how often 
does an apparently worthless hand turn 
out to be a big winner! Very often the 
one picture card in the hand is just the 
one to make your partner's hand in- 
vincible, and so turn apparent defeat 
to an unexpected victory, “Never say 
dic” is just as good a motto for auction 
bridge as for anythiag else. Here is a 
good example of the hopeless hand 
turning out to bea winner. Z dealt and 
held the following hand:
